• TELL us a bit more about yourself... 

I am a big believer in shopping locally both person¬ 
ally and for my business. My personal passions are 
for education and literacy and I think reading is key 
to an educated populace and engaged citizenry. I 
think that a book is only "old" if you've read it and 
my job is nothing more than putting the right book 
in the hands of the right person. I don't believe 
there is any such thing as a reluctant reader, only 
someone who hasn't found the right book yet. 



• WHY did you decide to move to the area? 

I decided to move back to the UK because I honestly 
couldn't stomach another election cycle; we get a 
little bit of it here, but it is non-stop over there, even 
in a liberal stronghold like the Bay Area and the tone 
of the discourse is so ugly, and only likely to get 
more misogynistic the closer Hillary gets to the 
democratic nomination. I decided to move to Brid¬ 
port because there was a lovely little bookshop for 
sale. I visited briefly before deciding, and my hus¬ 
band agreed to move here sight unseen. Neither 
one of us is regretting the rather spontaneous deci¬ 
sion, we've both fallen in love with West Dorset.

Lewis' econ books; Charlie Higson's Zombie series 
for teens; Pride and Prejudice and Good Omens go on 
any list I'm doing at any time so we can add those 
in. I loved Elizabeth is Missing by Emma Healey and 
I'd Tell You I love You But Then I'd Have To Kill You by 
Ally Carter. The Book Thief was a profound and vis¬ 
ceral read for me, but not one that I would want to 
repeat, the same goes for Thirteen Reasons Why by 
Jay Asher and Lovely Bones by Alice Sebold. 

The Ghost Map by Steven Johnson hit all my non-fic¬ 
tion likes - history, mystery and science all in one tale 
- as did The Devil in the White City (architecture not 
science) by Erik Larson and The Surgeon of 
Crowthorne (linguistics not science) by Simon Win¬ 
chester. History of the World in Six Glasses and Freako- 
nomics take traditional areas of study and look at 
them from a different angle so I like that, and Mary 
Roach looks at taboo subjects and introduces us to 
them in a way that makes us laugh, which enables 
us to get past the taboo to the really interesting top¬ 
ics. 

I like books that are evocative, that will make me 
laugh or cry, that provoke empathy. Writer's who 
can do that are my favourites.

I can't even begin to answer this question, it really 
depends on the mood.

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Man found dead at home 

A 71-YEAR-old Dorchester man who admitted 
possessing indecent images of children has been 
found dead at his Poundbury home. 

Terence Norman George Munnery of Monning- 
ton Lane was due to appear at Dorchester Crown 
Court for sentence on Friday - the day his body 
was found. 

He also faced an appearance at Chichester 
Crown Court for a child sex offence. 

Munnery had admitted four charges of making 
indecent photos of a child and one offence of 
possession of an extreme pornographic image at 
a court appearance in September. 

A statement from Dorset Police said:"Dorset Po¬ 
lice were called at 9.28am on Friday to an address 
in Monnington Lane in Poundbury, Dorchester, 
after the body of a 71-year-old man was found. 

"At this time, the man's death is not believed to 
be suspicious but enquiries are ongoing into the 
circumstances of his death. 

"The man's next of kin have been informed and 
the coroner notified." 

Men plead 'not guilty' 

THREE men from the Dorchester area have ap¬ 
peared in court in Ipswich where they pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of conspiracy to murder. 

They appeared alongside two other men - one 
from Bridgewater and another from Suffolk - who 
all face the same charge relating to an incident in 
Bury St Edmunds in August when a man suffered 
serious stomach wounds. 

Frank Warren, (51), of Victoria Road in Dorch¬ 
ester, Andrew Seaton (39), of Frome View in 
Maiden Newton and Paul Baker (34), of Neils View, 
Maiden Newton were all charged with conspiracy 
to murder.

Solar panels to save the 


taxpayer £7,000 a year 


SOLAR panels have been installed 
on three roofs at County Hall to help 
Dorset County Council with its en¬ 
ergy bills. 

The £56,000 cost will be recouped 
within eight years. - saving taxpay¬ 
ers around £7,000 a year for the next 
20 years - a total of £140,000. 

The council have also added solar 
panels to a number of its other prop¬ 
erties including the Dorset History 
Centre in Dorchester and some 
schools. This investment is expected 
to generate in excess of £35,000 of 
savings each year. 

Any unused power will be sold to 
the National Grid and available to 
other users. 

Councillor Peter Finney, the county 
council’s Cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “Harnessing renew¬ 


able energy is a great way of reduc¬ 
ing the running costs of our buildings 
and generating an income with the 
surplus. 

“By releasing money in this way 
we can continue to provide essential 
services for the people of Dorset.”

Annie's autograph books 
tell story of First World War 


AN exhibition which opened in 
Dorchester Library this week 
uses material from three auto¬ 
graph books to tell the story of 
the effect of the First World War 
on the county town. 

The exhibition, which opened 
on Tuesday 10th, has been put 
together by local historian Brian 
Bates. 

It consists of a collection of 
verse, sketches, paintings and 
cartoons contained in three au¬ 
tograph books from the period. 
They belonged to Annie Eliza¬ 
beth Keats who worked as a 
nurse in Dorchester's principal 
military hospital, at Colliton 
House. Mr Bates found a refer¬ 
ence to them on the internet 



and tracked them down to their 
present owner. 

Annie was born in the village 
of Moreton, on July 12th, 1892, 
the daughter of James Keats, a 
farm labourer on the local es¬ 
tate. Her mother, Rosina, came 
from Dewlish. 

It is not known if Annie was 
employed as a nurse before the 
war or whether she joined as a 
Voluntary Aid Detachment 
nurse. But Mr Bates says that in 
any event she is recorded work¬ 
ing at Colliton in 1914.This was 
no mean feat for the daughter 
of an agricultural labourer, as 
nurses tended to be recruited 
from middle class families. 

Annie was employed at the hos¬ 
pital until it closed in 1919. 

The first entry in the auto¬ 
graph books appears on De¬ 
cember 29th, 1915 and the last 
is dated April 30th, 1919, shortly 
before the hospital closed. Most 
are signed, with the addition of 
the individual's reg¬ 
iment. 

The short poems 
and sentiments 
coverall kinds of 
subjects. Many are 
humorous, some 
romantic, and there 
are those that con¬ 
cern the war. What 
is evident is the 
very high regard 



the patients had for the nurses 
and, in particular, Annie, who re¬ 
ceives several declarations of 
love. 

Annie never married and re¬ 
mained in the village of her 
birth until her death on 12 June, 
1971. She was buried in St 
Nicholas'Church. 

The exhibition remains open 
until the last week in November 
at Dorchester Library.

Award will help restore town pond 


WESSEX Water has presented Dorchester Town 
Council with an award for its work in restoring John’s 
Pond, an old irrigation well, on the riverside walk 
near Hangman’s Cottage. 

Mayor of Dorchester, Cllr Robin Potter, with Her¬ 
itage Committee Chair Cllr Andy Canning and 
Deputy Town Clerk Steve Newman will take Wessex 
Water ecologist Jamie Bowkett to the pond today 
(Wednesday 11th) to show him the on-going restora¬ 
tion work. 

Local legend tells that John’s Pond in Dorchester 
was named after a prisoner who escaped from the 
town jail but then met his fate when he fell into the 
pond and drowned. Whether this is true or not, the 
pond’s tranquil surrounding is a popular green oasis 
for the town and has recently had its two inlet sluices 
repaired to stop water escaping. The pond once 
helped regulate the water in the Mill Stream and 
would have powered Friary Mill. 

“The pond still requires a lot of essential work,” Mr 
Newman said. “We need to remove nearly a metre of 
silt covering the cobbled bottom and the walls and sill 
of the outer sluice need urgent repair work to allow 
the sluice gate to close properly. This grid community 


award will help the town council complete its restora¬ 
tion work bringing the pond back to its former glory 
for the benefit of the local community.” 

The grid community awards from Wessex Water 
provide funds for projects that will help the environ¬ 
ment and wildlife. 

The grid community awards and the Wessex Water¬ 
mark Awards are organised by The Conservation 
Foundation, and all projects are judged by a panel 
chaired by its president, David Bellamy.

with them still in place,” said Mr Cuff, who went 
on to read the Exhortation in the service. 

The rest of the service was less dramatic with a 
crowd, estimated by Mr Cuff to be at least 2,000 
strong, filling the junction in all directions. 

When the time came for the silence only the 
faint murmur of distant traffic could be heard - 
roads in the area having been blocked off as the 
service began. 

“It was a very moving occasion - well supported 
by the town,” said Mr Cuff. 

Another of those who helped with the chains 
also took part in the service - George Osborne, 
now in his 90s. 

And while the veterans were at the forefront at 
the other end of the age scale was Thomas Hardye 
student, Tom Bidwell, who played the Last Post 
and Reveille. 

Team Rector for Dorchester, Canon Thomas 
Woodhouse, paid tribute to the Dorset soldiers 
who saw service in India in the 1780s, and the 
subsequent contributions from men and women of 
the county in other conflicts. 

He said: “Evil triumphs when good men do 
nothing.. .we are here today to honour those good 
men and women who did everything to defeat 
evil.” 

Dorchester Mayor, Councillor Robin Potter, who 
laid the first wreath, later went on to the German 
memorial in Fordington cemetery to lay another 
in memory of the prisoners of war who died while 
incarcerated in Dorchester’s prisoner of war camp. 
At the time up to 4,000 mainly German prisoners, 
were held there.

Nothe trees damaged by vandals 


MORE than 40 trees at Weymouth’s Nothe Gardens 
have been damaged by vandals. 

Most of the trees were donated in memory of loved 
ones. 

“The council’s parks’ service will assess the extent 
of the damage over the coming months and, where 
possible, fell the trees to ground level to encourage 
species to regenerate. However, this course of action 
will have a significant impact on the landscape and be 
upsetting to those who have donated a tree,” said a 
council spokesman. 

The damage does not appear to be a random act of 
vandalism and has been carried out over a period of 
weeks. The matter has been reported to the police and 
they will be stepping up their visits to the gardens as 
a result. 


Councillor Andy Blackwood said: “The attacks on 
the trees at Nothe Gardens are shocking. 

“What is particularly distressing is that a majority 
were donated, in some cases over 20-years-ago, to 
mark the death of a loved one. The inscribed plaques 
in front of these trees clearly tell the story of some¬ 
one’s loss and to attack these trees in full knowledge 
of the impact that this will have on loved ones is truly 
callous.” 

The council would like to appeal to anyone who has 
witnessed anyone sawing or uprooting trees to report 
it to the police and the council’s parks’ service. 

The council is in the process of writing to donators 
to explain what has happened and is urging anyone 
who may have donated a tree to contact them on 
01305 838000.

Westhaven Hospital dementia cham¬ 
pion Polly Coleman and Katie Apsey 
accepted the Twiddlemuffs on behalf of 
the hospital. 

Polly said: “The Twiddlemuffs will be 
very good for the hospital. All those 
here with dementia will enjoy sitting 
with them and it will help to keep them 
occupied while comforting them as 
well. 

“Each person who receives a Twiddle- 
muff will have it for their very own to 
keep and it was very kind of Fet’s Make 
It to donate them to us.”

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Hundreds flock to Mill Street exhibition 


AN exhibition of images, maps and 
plans from the Mill Street Housing Soci¬ 
ety in Dorchester attracted around 600 
people to the town hall. 

"People were coming in, finding it re¬ 
ally busy, and coming back later, but it 
stayed busy,"said author David Forrester 
who has produced a book, based on the 
records of the society. 

His book, "Mill Street, Dorchester - 
Thomas Hardy's Mixen Lane", was offi¬ 
cially launched on Saturday (November 
7th) at St George's Church Hall. 

Mr Forrester's second local history 
book has been published by Roving 


Press who, according to the author, have 
been staggered by the interest in the 
area's history. 

"They were surprised by how well the 
first book went and had their doubts 
about how well the second one might 
do," he said, "but there's a great interest 
in local history, as we've seen by the 
number of people who visited the exhi¬ 
bition. The first book did so well they 
had to print more." 

Mill Street was once one of Dorch¬ 
ester's poorest areas where people lived 
in crumbling cottages, usually with no 
running water and outside toilets often 


shared by several homes. 

Alfred Harman Edwards set up the Mill 
Street Mission in 1905 and in 1931 he 
started the Mill Street Housing Society 
to provide affordable homes with bath¬ 
rooms. 

Mr Forrester's research has collected 
memories from people who lived in the 
area, helped by hundreds of photo¬ 
graphs owned by the society 

The author's proceeds will go to West 
Dorset Women's Refuge and the Mill 
Street Housing Society.

• Tyres: When the snow arrives, consider 
getting winter tyres or chains fitted - 
winter tyres are the better option of the 
two and improve handling and reduce 
stopping distances when the weather is 
cold. 

Be Prepared: Keep a shovel, torch and 
blanket in your boot. Wellington boots, 
some warm clothes and emergency rations 
(for longer journeys) are also useful. If you 
do have to go out in terrible conditions, 
make sure you have enough petrol in the 
tank in case of any delays and that your 
mobile is fully charged. 

Plan your journey: Listen to the weather 
fore cast and travel bulletins for the areas 
you will be driving through. Plan your route, 
and an alternative should you need to 
change it at the last minute. 

• If you must travel then let someone know 
where you are going and what time you 
hope to arrive, so that they can raise the 
alarm if you don't arrive.

Preparation time 

Overnight

Ingredients 

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sul¬ 
tanas) 

100g/3!/2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or 
left whole 

100g/3!/2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3y2oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2Oz blanched almonds • 100g/3y2oz ground 
almonds 

100g/3y>oz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 %oz 
plain flour 

100g/3y>oz frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra 
for greasing 

y 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinna¬ 
mon 

2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3y>oz chopped glace cher¬ 
ries (or left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range 
eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado 
sugar, rum and stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to 
mix, cover and leave for 24 hours to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground 
almonds, breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cher¬ 
ries and eggs along with the soaked fruit mixture 
in a large mixing bowl, making sure you include all 
the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well 
until completely combined (let all the members of 
the family have a stir and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool 
place for 24 hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding 
basin with butter. Cut a circle of baking paper and 
place into the bottom of the pudding basin and 
then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing 
as you add it. Fold a pleat into the middle of a large 
piece of baking paper and place over the pudding. 
Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, ensuring the 
pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding 
basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan 
one-quarter full of water. Fold a long piece of foil 
into quarters lengthways to create a long strip and 
place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pud¬ 
ding basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the 
water in the saucepan comes one-third of the way 
up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere near 
the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip 
hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the 
heat to a gentle simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 
hours, topping up the water level as necessary 
throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry 
out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the 
pan and set aside to cool. The pudding can be 
stored for up to two years in a cool, dry place. To 
serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way 
through. Alternatively, remove the foil and reheat 
in the microwave.

A cider-country jewel with a rum touch of maritime, 
Cricket St. Thomas is an elegant mansion built cl 820. 

Designed in the Regency manner by the famed neo- 
classicist Sir John Soane, the house is noted for its glo¬ 
rious Grade ll-listed gardens of mature cedars, maples 
and yews, on whose layout the 2nd Baron Bridport 
spent over £250,000; damming a stream, creating a 
chain of lakes and planting ornamental trees and 
shrubs. But for a country estate so rural in its setting, 
the story of Cricket St Thomas is decidedly maritime in 
flavour. 

In cl 328, the manor was bought by Sir Walter de 
Rodney, ancestor of Admiral, Lord Rodney. Then, in 
1775, the estate was acquired by Alexander Hood, who 
was to assume second-in-command of the Channel 
fleet during the Napoleonic Wars. And to cap it all, the 
vice-admiral's heir Samuel Hood, the 2nd Baron Brid¬ 
port, married Horatio Nelson's niece Charlotte, whose 
uncle and Lady Hamilton were frequent guests at the 
house. 

Today you can readily appreciate and enjoy the lov¬ 
ing care that Lord Hood and his family lavished on this 
stunning estate. Within the grounds is the 12th Cen¬ 
tury parish church of St Thomas, which features the 
brocade cloth which adorned the Coronation altar in 
1953. 

All told, with a heritage as noble and as varied as this, 
it's small wonder that the BBC chose the estate of 
Cricket St Thomas as location for the popular sitcom 
To The Manor Born'adding a fitting extra dimension 
to a history that's already an embarrassment of riches.

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs

250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue. Then cut the arms leaving a diagonal edge. 
Attach these using a little water, squashing the arms around the 
body.

Whilst I love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there's something about 
the shorter winter nights which makes me 
want to curl up in front of the fire with a 
hand sewing project and here's the ideal 
make - Funky little felt ornaments. They're 
perfect for hanging on your tree or adorn¬ 
ing that special present. I've also included 
a freestanding version, offering up even 
more decorating possibilities for your din¬ 
ner table or festive mantel! 


Step 4. If you are making the free standing ver¬ 
sion, colour a craft stick with brown felt-tip pen 
and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large wooden 
bead or wooden sewing bobbin. 

Step 6. That's it! 

Now simply give your new handmade orna¬ 
ment pride of place amongst your other deco¬ 
rations! 


Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt and 
cut out the required number of pieces. You will 
need two green tree fronts and one brown 
trunk for each ornament. I used a light green felt 
which, combined with bright buttons, gives a 
really modern feel to the project. Should you 
prefer a more traditional theme, simply use a 
darker felt and scarlet buttons. 


Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleasing 
arrangement and then stitch securely using 
matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom.

The transmission's'creep'control 
also helps the driver in crawling traffic, pulling 
away gradually when the brake pedal is re¬ 
leased. The EDC transmission also offers Hill 
Start Assist as standard, ensuring safe hill starts 
when partnered with the'creep'control system. 

The Twingo EDC's 0.9-litre 90hp turbo engine 
is also available with Renault's ECO mode, cut¬ 
ting fuel consumption by up to 10%. Action¬ 
able by the driver, the mode modifies the 
management of the gearbox ECU (Electronic 
Control Unit), enabling gear shifts at lower rpm. 

Changes have also been made to the 
Twingo's specification, with six-spoke 15" inch 
'Ariane'alloy wheels becoming standard on Dy- 
namique trim, replacing the 15"'Exception' al¬ 
loys. Customers will also be able to choose from 
the option of having extra-tinted rear windows 


on Dynamique and Dynamique S trim levels. 

The five-door, four-seater Twingo is priced 
from £9,495. Its highly unusual rear-engined, 
rear-wheel-drive layout allows it to be both 
compact and spacious. Because the engine is 
mounted at an angle of 49 degrees to the ver¬ 
tical, the Twingo still manages to provide a ca¬ 
pacious boot of between 219 (seats in cargo) 
and 980 litres (seats folded). Another highly 
beneficial effect of the mechanical layout is the 
class-leading turning circle of less than 8.6 me¬ 
tres, because the movement of the front 
wheels is not restricted by the engine. 

TheTwingo is available in four versions, pow¬ 
ered by a choice of two three-cylinder engines 
- a 1.0-litre 70hp normally aspirated unit or a 


0.9-litre 90hp turbo. Both endow the Twingo 
with to match its agile, nimble handling. 

TheTwingo is fully connected to the outside 
world through the standard smartphone-oper¬ 
ated R&GO® feature or Renault's optional R-Link 
multimedia system with seven-inch touch¬ 
screen, and offers a huge range of personalisa¬ 
tion options so that buyers can create a 
bespoke car. 

As with all new Renaults, Twingo is covered 
by a four-year warranty that offers unlimited- 
mileage cover in the first two years and then 
two further years of protection up to 100,000 
miles. Four years roadside assistance cover is 
also included.

Off colour Magpies make a meal of it 


Dorchester Town 3 Bedworth Utd 2 
Evo-Stik Premier -att; 292 
DORCHESTERTown struggled to overcome 
plucky Bedworth United, who two goals 
down at the break, cancelled out the Mag¬ 
pies advantage within 11 minutes of the 
restart, and only a Charlie Davis penalty 20 
minutes from time saw them maintain 
their chase for a play-off place. 

Heavy rain over the previous 24 hours 
made the pitch heavy and the bobbly sur¬ 
face resulted in misplaced passes and poor 
control, and the Greenbacks, without an 
away win this season almost took advan¬ 
tage of the conditions after just three min¬ 
utes. 

Keeper Alan Walker-Harris and defender 
Chris Dillon collided as they went to deal 
with a long ball from Daniel Creaney which 
appeared to slow up in the conditions leav¬ 
ing Jordan Archer with an open goal, but 
his angled shot hit the near junction of up¬ 
right and goalpost. 

Slowly Dorchester adapted to the situa¬ 
tion and took the lead on 21 minutes. 

Morgan won a challenge inside his own 
half and found Ben Watson who cut inside 
along the edge of the penalty area. Shap¬ 
ing to shoot he spotted Bradley Tarbuck 
charging forward on the right and instead 
laid a perfect weighted ball into his path 
for the former Portsmouth youngster who 


make no mistake with a neat sidefooted 
shot beyond keeper Denham Hinds. 

With confidence growing the Magpies 
picked their game up and increased the 
lead five minutes later. 

Once again Watson was involved, insti¬ 
gating the move by finding Davis who fed 
the overlapping Neil Martin down the left. 
The wingback's dinked cross was perfect 
for Watson, who continuing his run was at 
the far post to nod the ball home. 

It seemed at this point that Dorchester 
would win comfortably with Bedworth not 
really troubling the home defence, and 
Jonah Ayunga should have added a third 
five minutes from the break when they 
caught Bedworth out from a well worked 
free kick. 

Davis' pass saw Watson evade Hinds and 
cross to Ayunga in the middle of an open 
goal but he somehow managed to direct it 
back into the keeper's hands as he re¬ 
gained ground. 

Then on the stroke of halftime the three 
same players went even closer. Ayunga 
headed Davis'corner goalwards and Wat¬ 
son helped it on with a back header that hit 
the underside of the bar before being 
cleared. 

The introduction of Lewis Chester at the 
start of the second half appeared to inject 
some urgency in the Midlands club and 


they hit back four minutes in when Justin 
Marsden fired a 20-yard left foot shot just 
inside the near post. 

Immediately Tarbuck fired straight at 
Hinds following Nathan Walker's neat 
touch into his path, but on 56 minutes Bed- 
worth were level. 

Chester picked the ball up on the halfway 
line following Davis's poor control, and 
showing great pace before firing beyond 
the outrushing Walker-Harris. 

However, Dorchester finally managed to 
regain the initiative when the Greenbacks 
conceded a 70th minute penalty. Sub Mar¬ 
lon Walters was adjudged to have fouled 
Ayunga just in front the Dorchester 
dugout, a decision Bedworth vehemently 
disputed.
